Perſons fond of their Senſes, becauſe there's 
nothing of Bread and Wine changed which 


ever was, is, or can be an Object of them. 
The Church of Rome allows that the Quali- 
ties of Bread and Wine, or, in ſhort, every 
Thing of Bread and Wine. that. is an Object of 


the Senſes, remains; and tho* the Roman Ca- 
tholicks do not call it Bread and Wine, yet as 
an Aſſemblage of theſe Qualities or Senſations 


is the only Idea, the human Mind can form of 
Bread and Wine, the Diſpute, according to 
Cuſtom, ſeems to be only about Terms. 7551 
plainly confutes that the celebrated Diſftinftion on 
which Diſſenters from the Church of Rome lay 
ſuch Streſs, viz. That they can believe My- 
ſteries which are Above their Senſes, as the 


Trinity, Incarnation, Fc. But they can't be- 
lieve any thing Contrary to their Senſes, allud- 
ing to the Roman Catholick Belief of the Eu- 


charift; whereas the Church of Rome believes 
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The Thing changed called Subſtance or Sub- 


ſtratum, cannot be comprehended, as has been 
ſaid before, by the. human Mind. Many ig- 
 norant Divines of the Charch of Rome have 
indeed taken pains to prove the fallibiliiy of 
the Senſes for the ſupport of Tranſubſtantiation. 
A dangerous Expedient! tending to deſtroy 
the Authority of Miracles wrought in the 
f Infancy of Chriftianity, of which the Senſes 
were certainly Judges. This is fo evident 
that tis needleſs to enumerate em. Tho” 
the Learned Jeſuit Becanus compares the a- 
greeable Miracle of changing Mater into 
Hine, to this great Myſtery z to which it 
has not the leaſt Reſemblancc, the Qualities, 
Accident, or Senſations of Water being chang- 
cd into Vine. I can't quit this Subject with» 

| -- our obſerving, that the Council of Trent, had 
great Regard for the Senſes in its determin- 

ing, that nothing is chang'd in this great 
Myſtery, but the Subſtance, which never was 
an Object of them, and conſequently cou'd 
never create an Idea in the human Mind; nor 

| can I paſs unobſerv'd, the great fondneſs 


ſhewn by the Parliament of England, for 
this Subſlance or Subſtratum, which I term 
incomprehenſible, becauſe no human Mind 
can form an Idea of an Exiftence, abſtracted 
from the Qualities of Extenſion, Figure, & 
e has been ſaid before. The Degas 
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: which every Perſon muſt ſign, previous to 


their having an Employment; aſſerts, that 


there is no ranfubſtantiation of the Elements 


of Bread and Wine, whieh muſt certainly 
mean of this incomprehenſible Subſtauce, be-
